Owns First Cow to be 
Recorded by the New 
Provisional Registration Program 


BREEZE HILL BLOSSOM 
7,000,000, owned by Arlo Holman, 
Breeze Hill Farm, Baldwin, Wis., is the 
first cow to be recorded under the 
Provisional Registration Program. Any 
cow carrying a registration in the 
7,000,000 series designates a Provi- 
sional Registration animal. Breeze Hill 
was established by the late Bert Hol- 
man and the Holmans have owned 
registered Guernseys since 1923. 

“BLOSSOM” is by Burger’s Place 
Billy, Al Gold Star Sire, and was 
classified Excellent 91.0 on July 17, 
1970. The three records that qualified 
her for the provisional registration 
average 16,423 lbs. milk, ME—305- 
2x. Her high production has been 71 
Ibs. per day. She has actual records of 
11,513 Ibs. milk, 486 Ibs. fat, 
2-2DHIA—305—2x, 14,891 Ibs. milk, 
661 Ibs. fat, 3-SDHIA—317—2x, and 
16,601 Ibs. milk, 736 Ibs. fat, 
4-5DHIA—335—2x. When she fresh- 
ened February 25, 1968, she had 
breeding troubles. She made 16,050 
lbs. milk, 669 Ibs. fat, 5-SDHIA, but 
she actually lost her calf twice and 
milked 551 days making 23,743 Ibs. 
milk, 1,053 lbs. fat. She freshened 
October 5, 1970 and as a seven-year- 
old she has milked up to 56 Ibs. per 
day.

Uncovered Feed Bunk Can 
Drop Dairy Profit 


By Guy S. Parsons

MANY DAIRYMEN §are losing 
thousands of dollars each year by not 
having their feed bunks covered. 

If silage is fed in uncovered feed 
bunks on rainy days, the amount of 
dry matter intake will be affected. 
This will result in lower milk produc- 
tion. 

A moisture content of 65 to 70 
percent is about ideal for corn silage. 
However, if 65 to 70 percent moisture 
silage is fed in bunks which are not 
covered, it is not unusual for the 
moisture content to increase to 80 
percent on rainy days. In comparing 
the feeding of 70 percent moisture 
silage and the 80 percent moisture 
silage that has been rained on in the 
feed bunk, it is possible for a cow to 
produce 10 to 15 pounds less milk on 
each of the rainy days. 

A wide cover over the bunk will 
protect feed in bad weather and will 
also provide shade and weather protec- 
tion for cows and encourage them to 
eat more silage on hot or rainy days. 
Dairymen who are feeding silage in an 
uncovered bunk should realize why 
milk production drops on rainy or hot 
days. The amount of income lost 
would pay for covering the feed bunk 
within a short period of time.

OHIO GUERNSEYS GO TO BRAZIL 


Reprinted from the Buckeye Guernsey Bulletin 


THIRTY BRED HEIFERS of the 
Buckeye Bred Brand are now making 
their home in the San Paulo—Rio De 
Janeiro area of Brazil. This is the first 
import of registered Guernseys into 
Brazil since 1948. 

In October, 1969 the OGBA re- 
ceived word of the interest of Gabriel 
Luiz Junqueira Pedras, president of 
the Association Brazilera De Cradores 
De Gado Guernsey, in obtaining prices 
and pedigrees of registered Guernsey 
heifers and bulls. Bids were sent in 
competition with Canada. Late in De- 
cember, 1969 we learned we had 
gained the opportunity to put the load 
together. 

The Ohio breeders who replied to 
our general mailing, calling their atten- 
tion to this project, readily agreed to 
make some of their best available so 
this really was the easiest portion of 
our task. 

After locating animals in March and 
April we then were required to put 
four-generation pedigrees together on 
each animal. Through negotiations 
with the Brazilian Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association we agreed that we could 
find top quality animals, bred two to 
three months out of dams with at least 
12,000 lbs. milk 305—2x—ME. Air 
fare, insurance, as well as another 
group of animals had to be located in 
order to ship the load and be able to 
comply with our bid. 

Though shipping problems pre- 
vented our original May target date 
from being realistic, the word was GO 
late in July. The heifers were assem- 
bled at Don Klamfoth’s Maple Lawn 
Farm, Canal Winchester, where they

were tested and fed for two and 
one-half weeks prior to shipping. Be- 
sides the normal brucellosis, tuberculo- 
sis, leptospirosis tests and pregnancy 
examinations, vibrio, trichomonas, 
johnin, paratuberculosis complement 
fixation, bluetongue and Q fever also 
had to be run — most through the 
National Animal Disease Laboratory, 
Ames, Iowa. The cooperation of the 
Federal Veterinarian office was totally 
complete. 

Happily all passed, though three 
substitute heifers (two from Raemel- 
ton and one from Eber-Lea) had to be 
included due to other problems, in- 


cluding a couple of heifers, bred 
sooner than required, that panicked 
from the long wait, and calved. 

On August 7, the “flight crew” was 
assembled. Franchester Farms, Inc., 
West Salem, and Raemelton Farm 
Dairy, Mansfield, donated the use of 
their trucks for the trucking trek to 
Kennedy International Airport, New 
York City. Jim Carnahan, Racine, pro- 
vided the other truck and joined 
Wayne McLaughlin, Franchester; 
Ralph Turley, Raemelton; Mike Burns, 
Milford Center; Jeff Riegel, Amanda, 
and the editor in preparation. 

A fine dinner was enjoyed by all

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before adjourning for sleep in the 
middle of the afternoon, August 7, in 
an area motel. After four hours the 
crew was aroused, fed, and at 7:00 
p.m. the loading procedure began 
which was completed at 8:45 p.m. 

Driving straight through in 19 hours 
was the goal for the 570-mile trip. 
Two blowouts caused much anxiety as 
well as an exhausting trip through 
Brooklyn “the hard way.” We arrived 
just in time to begin unloading into 
the giant jet owned by Airlift Interna- 
tional. 

Water was given the heifers just 
prior to being checked by the Federal 
Veterinarians and they were then 
loaded directly from the truck into the 
plane. Several consignments of swine 
as well as two groups of Holsteins (one 
red and white) were included on the 
planeload. Needless to say the trip 
home was a jubilant one.

A special note of appreciation must 
be included to Jim Freckman of 
F.A.S., Washington, D.C., and John 
McDonald, U.S. Agricultural Attache, 
Rio De Janeiro, without whose help 
the shipment would have been impos- 
sible. 

We understand that four of the sows 
were lost due to the heat in flight 
despite the extensive air conditioning 
equipment especially designed for this 
need. 

The cattle arrived in good condition 
as per the following letter from Presi- 
dent Junqueira: 


Dear Mr. Eberhard: 

This letter is to express our satisfac- 
tion in receiving the cattle in such 
good situation. You have been very 
happy in the choice of it and I thank 
you your endeavor to please our asso- 
ciates. The animals were all well 
treated. In this way I also want to 
thank the breeders for the care with 
which they reared the heifers. 

The jet arrived at Vira-Copos Air- 
port with a great delay. We were 
waiting it at 8:00 a.m., as Mr. Coates 
advised us by cable. But the arrival 
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only took place at 2:00 p.m. We 
lamented this fact because the heifers 
became thirsty. 

The only heifer that is under our 
hopes is that one with a black muzzle. 
Unhappily, in Brazil, this type of 
Guernsey animal has low value. The 
American breeders don’t mind with 
this fault and we know that in the 
formation of the American breeders’ 
herds many animals with black muzzle 
were imported from Guernsey Island. 
Now that you are informed about our 
preferences we are sure you won’t 
send us animals with black muzzles in 
the next importations. 

In this period of adaptation the 
heifers are in “Parque da Agua Bran- 
ca” (White Water Park). In this place, 
every year, our most important Na- 
tional Cattle Show is realized. Every- 
body is well impressed with the easy 
accommodation of the animals to the 
new conditions. As soon as they ar- 
rived they drunk water, right way they 
ate and the greatest part of them even 
defecated at night... 

I will probably go to Dallas in next 
October in order to visit the Pan- 
American Cattle Show. If I go I will 
certainly visit Ohio and with great 
pleasure I want to know you person- 
ally. In this occasion I also would like 
to visit some farms of Guernsey breed- 
ers. 

I certify you that this first importa- 
tion was satisfactory for us. I can also 
assure that our Association will choose 
you again to negotiate with in the next 
importation. The enthusiasm of our 
associates with the heifers is so great 
that I’m sure a new importation will 
take place in a short time.

Needless to say, we’re pleased by 
the Brazilian response. Incidentally, 
the heifer with the “black nose” is a 
daughter of a Very Good-four times 
dam with 20,630 — 1,044 — SDHIR — 
365 — 2x. 

So despite the “handicap” of one 
off color, the Brazilians know we’re 
giving of our best — which is the way 
it should be and will be! We wish our 
counterparts in Brazil much success 
and hope we can again be of service to 
them!
